FOR AMENDMENT NO. 1 
For many years the Post-Dispatch has advo­ 
cated that Missouri Governors be allowed to 
succeed themselves in office. This newspaper 
now strongly urges voter approval of Consti­ 
tutional Amendment No. 1, to assure the right 
of succession, in the special election Aug. 17. 
Three proposed amendments will be on the 
ballot that day. The third, dealing with legis­ 
lative reapportionment, merits defeat. But the 
public owes it to the state to treat the three 
issues independently, and Amendment No. 1 
deserves overwhelming approval. 
Th is amendment would permit Governors two 
consecutive terms — a privilege never granted 
them before. For 144 years the Missouri Con­ 
stitution has denied the right of succession, 
in effect holding chief executives to one term, 
largely because of a fear of excessive executive 
authority that runs into the colonial past but 
is far outmoded today. 
;lf Missouri needs anything today, it is strong 
executive leadership. And as many recent Gov­ 
ernors have noted, we cannot have it. We cannot 
fcave it because Governors become lame ducks, 
without patronage power or the prestige based 
on possible succession, once they have served 
6nly half of their four-year terms. Consequently 
their leadership suffers just when they have 
gained the experience necessary to exercise it. 
:Gov. Hearnes may seem to be an exception 
to this rule, but he is not. He proved to be a 
strong Governor, and successfully promoted a 
good legislative program, in his very first 
year in office. But this record is no guaran­ 
tiee that he could repeat the performance in the 
Ifcst half of his term. 
'Indeed, one of the factors that contributed 
greatly to the Hearnes performance was his 
insistence on Amendment No. 1, with the prospect 
that it might apply to him. If the Amendment 
is approved, Gov. Hearnes can run for a second 
term. The very possibility increased his in­ 
fluence with the legislators and aided his pro­ 
gram. 
We give Gov. Hearnes credit for his forth­ 
right position on the succession amendment and 
his winning fight for legislative approval of 
it. But if the issue were only a personal matter, 
raised to aid the Governor, the public would 
have some right to be skeptical. 
It is not a personal matter and it is not a 
partisan matterRepublicans as well as Demo­ 
crats have seen the need for gubernatorial 
succession; Ethan Shepley, who opposed Gov. 
Hearnes in the *64 election, helps lead the 
campaign for the amendment. 
This amendment is needed not to advance 
the cause of Gov. Hearnes, but to advance 
the cause of executive leadership in a growing 
state that requires outstanding men with positive 
programs. In achieving these programs the state 
should not force an executive elected by all the 
state to defer excessively to a Legislature based 
on local interest. 
This amendment is needed not only to in­ 
crease the authority of Governors in the future, 
but also to increase the power of the people. 
Their Governor is their one major representa­ 
tive elected by the entire body politic, and the 
people should not be denied the right to keep 
a good Governor in office. They can be trusted 
to reject a poor one. 
If voters consider that they are expanding their 
own rights as well as their state’s leadership, 
they will say YES to Constitutional Amendment 
Np. 1.

• GUILD VS. ITU 
Officers of the International 
Typographical 
Union and the American Newspaper Guild meet 
in Washington during the week of August 9 
to “work out mutually acceptable solutions to 
our common problems.” The problem, in a 
nutshell, is the failure of the two unions to 
support each other during newspaper strikes. 
The issue flared into the open during the 
guild’s strike at the Baltimore Sunpapers earlier 
this year. ITU President Elmer Brown ordered 
the printers to cross guild picket lines and 
return to work, enabling the Sunpapers to resume 
publication. This in turn forced the guild to come 
to terms with the publisher far short of its 
original demands. 
Each union has accused the other of trying 
to take over jobs and jurisdiction. The ITU 
in addition complains that the guild often uses 
the “ strength of the printers” to close news­ 
papers. In truth the ITU is in the stronger 
position to shut down a newspaper; management 
can rely on wire service copy for its editorial 
matter, but ordinarily cannot set the type or 
operate the presses. 
Such inter-union clashes appear inevitable so 
long as the newspaper unions insist on autonomy. 
Publishers in New York City for example must 
deal with ten unions (nine craft unions and the 
guild) at contract time. The vision of one in­ 
dustrial union for the newspaper business re­ 
mains just that—a vision.

WEAPONS AND RACE 
WIRE SERVICE REPORTS that permits for 
pistols are “ selling like hotcakes” in Americus, 
Ga. are ominous. The fear that armed violence 
•might spread throughout the Deep South grows 
with every month. 
The pistol permits are reported to have been 
issued to whites in Americus. But the non­ 
violence that has so far marked most Negro 
demonstrations grow increasingly less depend­ 
able. 
A departure from the non-violence principle 
was marked by the formation last summer of 
the Deacons for Defense and Justice, an organiza­ 
tion of armed Negro vigilantes which now claims 
to have more than 50 chapters in Alabama, 
Louisiana, and Mississippi. The shooting of a 
white youth in Americus July 29 so far has not 
been connected with any organized activity 
by Negroes, however. 
THE DEACONS say they will use their arms 
only for defense against attack. A young white 
man was shot and seriously wounded in Bogalusa, 
La., on July 8 by one of two Negroes whom he 
had pummeled with his fists. as they leaned 
from a car that was bringing up the rear of 
a civil rights march. A link with the Deacons 
was alleged. 
- Growth of the Deacons from a single local group 
that organized in Jonesboro, La., last summer 
to a regional order of considerable size has 
caused concern that open warfare might erupt 
between the Deacons and rabid white racists. 
The Ku Klux Klan makes no secret of being 
armed. 
Charles Sims, head of the Bogalusa Deacons, 
says his organization was started 
because 
Negroes weren’t getting police protection. “We 
organized for defense,” Sims insists. 
During the Congress of Racial Equality (CORE) 
convention in July it was disclosed that the civil 
rights group had been cooperating with the 
Deacons in Bogalusa and would cooperate with 
them elsewhere. A Deacons official, addressing 
the CORE convention, asserted that civil rights 
workers needed the vigilante group “to let the 
Klan know that the Negro as a whole is not non­ 
violent.” On the closing day of the convention, 
July 5, however, 
CORE voted 120 to 4 against 
considering action that might put the organization 
on record as encouraging growth of armed 
defense groups like the Deacons. 
CORE in an even more startling move extended 
a gesture of cooperation toward the Black 
Muslims. For the first time in its 21-year 
history CORE allowed Muslim speakers—four 
of them—to expound anti-white, anit-integra- 
tionist views at the convention. The gesture 
was linked with the organization’s current 
effort to develop new units of political action 
among poor and disaffected Negroes in the urban 
North. “ In mobilizing the ghetto to a political 
force,” Floyd McKissick, CORE national chair­ 
man, told the convention, “we will have to 
understand and work with all elements of the 
ghetto and that includes the Black Muslims,” 
who could “reach parts of. . .(the ghetto) 
that we could never reach alone.” 
The unruly outbreaks in the streets of Northern 
cities last summer were in no sense demonstra­ 
tions for Negro rights. Leaders of the rights 
movement sought to quell the street violence. 
But Negro frustrations unquestionably imperil 
non-violent tactics North or South. The Rev. 
A. T. Days, who heads the civil rights movement 
in Greensboro, Ala., the scene of much tur­ 
bulence, probably speaks the Negro mind when 
he says: “The non-violent appeal is being 
played out and they are not going to keep taking 
it.”

The key word is “operation­ 
al.” It was in July 1962 that 
a Nike Zeus made the first 
successful intercept of a bal­ 
listic missile over the Pacific.

The Army is currently pinning 
its hopes on the Nike X, a two- 
missile team combining 
the 
Zeus and a smaller, faster 
missile called Sprint. More than 
$400 million is earmarked this 
year for the continued develop­ 
ment of the Nike X system. It 
is the largest research and de­ 
velopment item in the whole 
defense budget. 
Possibly the very lack of in­ 
formation since the 1962 test 
has misled many of us into 
believing that the complicated 
technical 
problems of anti- 
1CBM warfare have been solved. 
At any rate, the grisly arith­ 
metic of nuclear war remains 
unchanged. According to Betts, 
an all-out nuclear attack on 
this country today would claim 
lives or two out of every three 
Americans -- which happens to 
be the same percentage who be­ 
lieve we have a defense against 
it.

Once again, America’s man In 
. space program has recorded 


a flawless performance. 
While the flight of Gemini 4 
did not 
realize 
every goal 
planned for it-astronauts Me- 
Divitt and White had to abandon 
attempts to rendezvous w i t h 
their launch vehicle's second 
stage—and launching that sends 
men up and brings them down 
again safely has to be called 
an unqualified success. 


Luck, 
of course, has had 
nothing to do with it. 
The 
credit goes to the thousands of 
nameless men and women on 
the ground -- in the offices and 
factories and laboratories and 
tracking and control centers — 
who made the success of Gemini 
4 and its predecessors possible. 
Neither will luck have anything 
to do with it if we beat the 
Russians to the moon. 
The 
path to that distant prize has 
been charted, at least in its 
larger details, for years now. 
It is a matter of persevering 
and taking one step at a time. 
The speed at which we take 
those steps, however, is not 
rigidly ordained. 
Had it not 
been for cosmonaut Leonov, our 
own attempt at “space walking” 
would not have taken place for 
several more months. 
The fact that we did it sooner 
than scheduled, and did it better 
than the Russians, suggests that 
we are farther along than we 
think and that a little more 
aggressiveness and daring in 
our space program may not be 
out of order. 
As for our standing in the 


competition with the U.S.S.R., 
even a successful rendezvous 
with Gemini 4’s second stage 
would not have put us signi­ 
ficantly ahead. 
The Russians apparently tried 
a rendezvous and failed — but * 
it was a rendezvous with a 
separate 
rocket 
that 
was 
launched from the ground after 
the cosmonauts were in orbit. 
This was a much more difficult 
assignment, at least doubling 
the burden on ground facilities. 
The race to the moon is now 
rounding the far turn. 
From 
here it is impossible to tell 
who is leading. 
The long, 
final stretch is yet to come 
and betting is still open. 
Exciting as it all is, it is 
regrettable that the two teams 
are running against each other, 
duplicating each other’s steps 
at immense drain on their 
countries’ resources. Perhaps 
that is the way it has to be in 
these infant days of the space 
age. 
But after the moon is reached, 
it is to be hoped that the rivalry 
will end and co-operative in­ 
ternational space exploits will 
be the pattern for the future. 
The solar system, let alone 
the universe, is a big place— 
too big for any one nation to 
explore. 
It will take an entire 
world.

GOVERNMENT NEVER 
REGULATES ITSELF 
Investigative activities of gov­ 
ernment have become almost as 
much a part of our daily lives 


as the great American pastime 
of baseball. Many investigations 
and studies by administrative 
agencies have a legitimate pur­ 
pose. Some are mere sideshows 
carried on at the taxpayers ex­ 
pense for publicity purposes and 
vote getting. Others are of a 
more 
sinister nature 
and 
destroy confidence in essential 
enterprises and Industries. The 
shadow of a big brother concept 
of government lurks in the back­ 
ground, the comical and the 
sinister side. 
Both industry and properly 
designated regulatory author­ 
ities are constantly working to 
raise the performance of our 
free economic system to the 
highest possible standard of ex­ 
cellence with freedom and op­ 
portunity for the individual. A 
good example has been a recent 
study of the securities industry 
and the stock exchanges. No in­ 
dustry is as rigidly self-regu­ 
lated as the securities business. 
The New York Stock Exchange 
in particular imposes the most 
stringent requirements on com­ 
panies listing securities on the 
“Big Board.” The 
common 
sense Investor in private in­ 
dustry today lives under an 
umbrella of rules and regula­ 
tions that protect him as far as 
possible from chicanery. 
It is time that the public de­ 
manded the same standards of 
performance from government 
Itself that are now demanded of 
private industry. If there were, 
for example, an independent 
regulatory authority scrutiniz­ 
ing the fiscal affairs of govern­ 
ment, some of the reports would 
make lamentable reading. What 
protection is there in peace time 
against the steady erosion of the 
value of our money? What about 
safeguarding the millions of 
people who live on fixed in­ 
comes, and those who have put 
their faith in social security 
and government bonds, from the 
easy promises of candidates and 
office holder? 
Only an informed and aroused 
citizenry can demand suchpro- 


tection through the polls. Gov­ 
ernment never regulates itself.

BROTHERS- 
New York's Gov.Nelson Rock­ 
efeller is furious at his broth­ 
er, David, for switching the 
giant Chase Manhattan Bank 
from a State to a National 
Charter. The Governor con­ 
siders it a slap at his own 
banking department. 
What makes the move even 
more surprising is that David 
Rockefeller only two years ago 
was an outspoken critic 
of 
comptroller of the currency 
James Saxon. Today, however, 
the Chase Manhattan President 
wants his bank regulated by 
Saxon rather than by his broth­ 
er, the Governor of N ew York. 
The controversial Saxon first 
angered the bankers by break­ 
ing up their banking cliques 
and awarding national charters 
to many newcomers. But his 
liberal 
policies have 
so 
stimulated banking that already 
this year 14 state banks have 
changed to National Chaters. 
David Rockefeller revised his 
opinion of Saxon after he saw 
how Chase's two biggest com­ 
petitors, the Bank of America 
and First National City Bank 
of New York, were thriving 
under federal control. They had 
been permitted to engage in new 
types of financing, factoring 
and equipment leasing 
that 
Chase couldn't offer under New 
York regulations. 
Indeed, Saxon's policies have 
forced liberalization of bank­ 
ing procedures in 37 of the 50 
states. 
Note: Saxon has been criti­ 
cized for the failure of three 
national banks during his three 


years as comptroller. During 
the same period 16 state banks 
failed.

There is real mystery

— 
modern intrigue centering on an 
intricate international military 
arm s 
smuggling 
ring whose 
members make km Fleming 
characters appear as amateur­ 
ish as silent movie flicker de­ 
tect! vos. 
That smuggling ring, in which 
are several Americans, 
use 
fast small planes to leapfrog 
the jungle with their cargoes of 
Communist 
China's machine 
guns, submachine guns, .45s 
and rifles. 
I've followed 
their routes 
from Georgetown, British Guia­ 
na, to Parmaritib, Surinam (the 
ring's headquarters), over the 
jungle to Belem, and on 
to 
Recife — a metropolitan area 
of 1,100,000, 
half of whose 
workers are jobless, underem­ 
ployed, hungry and desperate. 
The 
Brazilian 
intelligence 
service claims to have pene­ 
trated the ring, and now the au­ 
thorities declare they have the 
names of the key smugglers, 
pilots and 
couriers — one of 
whom actually hires night club 
dancing girls as a business 
front. 
I take the word of the aus­ 
tere Brazilian government that 
these arm s have been bound 
for the Communist followers 
of a jailed congressman named 
Francisco Juliao, friend 
of 
Mao Tse-tung and creator of 
the peasant workers* leagues 
in this almost aboriginal bulge 
of the South American continent. 
I 
take 
the word of the 
courageous young priest, Fath­ 
er Antonio Melo, that Juliao is 
a revolutionary Communist of 
Peiping persuasion. 
I take Francisco Juliao's word 
for it too. There is documentary 
evidence that he declared him­ 
self a “ Marxist - Leninist • 
Mao-ist, Castroist, Ben Bella- 
ist” ideologist. 
ft is unfortunate that the Ho 
Chi Minhs of .the world are not 
discovered by the “ outside” 
across the globe before they 
hurl guerrilla armies at the 
government of nations allied 
with the U. S. and international 
freedom. The Ho Chi Minhs 
are of many kinds and come 
in Western garb, too. 
Francisco Juliao 
is one of 
them. Knowing of the hunger 
and desperation here he set 
up headquarters in this city. 
From it he launched 
the 
Peasant Leagues. They were 
agricultural workers' 
unions 
and tens of thousands flocked 
to him. He looked to the east 
for his ideology. He believed 
in rural revolution. He thought 
he could organize the agrarian 
unions into military and guer­ 
rilla bands. 
He wanted revolt from below. 
He was certain it was possible. 
The peasants here are much 
like the Chinese - vastly il­ 
literate, ghastly impoverished, 
tilling an equally poor soil to 


which they have been tied since 
they were slaves under the 
Brazilian emperor of the last 
century. 
Francisco Juliao is aware of 
the power that is inherent in 
trade union organization — be 
it amongst the workers in the 
fields or in the Victories. As 
the labor people go, frequent­ 
ly, so goes the nation. 
Julia,o broker wfth the Mos- 
covitesl The Hussian brand of 
comrades infiltrated the big 
industrial unions, from 
the 
waterfront to the shops and 
plants. They believed such a 
base, tied to the pro-Commu- 
nist 
Goulart 
regime, 
could 
launch a revolution from the 
top instead of from below. 
But 
they ran 
second 
to 
Juliao. He caught the imagina­ 
tion of the peasants. 
He sent 
his children to Cuba and wooed 
Castro and in turn was wooed 
by the Fidelistas. He went to 
Peiping and talked with Mao. 
Then came the revolution — 
but not Juliao’s. The armed 
forces revolted against 
the 
heavily infiltrated national re­ 
gime whose power was based 
on the muscle of the Communist 
longshoremen's unions. 
The 
military smashed the Commu­ 
nist unions. The new regime 
put in new officials as trus­ 
tees 
- many of them trained 
in Washington at the American 
Institute for Free Labor De­ 
velopment. 
Now the new labor minister 
has decreed free elections in 
all unions. This means 
the 
peasants* 
organizations, too. 
This means polls will be set 
up in the isolated regions near 
plantations, off which the work­ 
ers have rarely ventured. Some 
of them do not know there is 
such an entity as a federal 
regime in Brazilia. 
What this 
means to Main 
Street, U. S. A., is well put 
in the words of another young 
fighting priest, Father Paulo 
Crespo: 
“ The problem at this time 
is not one of national security,” 
said he in a confidential report, 
“ but of national unity. Remem­ 
ber Korea, Viet Nam, China and 
the Dominican Republic. 
“ The Communists all over the 
world are on the lookout pro­ 
moting national divisions. A 
civil war in the northeast will 
signify foreign powers strug­ 
gling on our land, dividing our 
Brazil forever after fights of 
brother against brother. Who 
can now unify Viet Nam, Korea 
or China? The armed forces 
are watchful, some say. My 
answer: Also they were (once 
— VR.) alerted in those coun­ 
tries, as they are in other coun­ 
tries of Latin America. . ." 
Padre Crespo then called for 
social justice, for decent wages 
and conditions in which busi­ 
nessmen could operate. 
Tbere are observers here 
who scoff at reports of im­ 
pending 
civil 
war and pooh 
pooh 
disclosures of 
arms 
smuggling. But it was thus in 
the days of Lenin, Mao Tse- 
tung and Ho Chi Minh. 
There 
are 
guns 
in 
the 
hinterland. There could well 
be cataclysmic upheavals 
in 
this sprawling area which has 
more than half as many people 
as there are in France 
or 
Germany or England. 
Hell hath no fury like hung­ 
er.

FOR AMENDMENT NO. I 
For many years the Post-Dispatch has advo­ 
cated that Missouri Governors be allowed to 
succeed themselves in office. This newspaper 
now strongly urges voter approval of Consti­ 
tutional Amendment No. I, to assure the right 
of succession, in the special election Aug. 17. 
Three proposed amendments will be on the 
ballot that day. The third, dealing with legis­ 
lative reapportionment, merits defeat. But the 
public owes it to the state to treat the three 
issues independently, and Amendment No. I 
deserves overwhelming approval. 
This amendment would permit Governors two 
consecutive terms -- a privilege never granted 
them before. For 144 years the Missouri Con­ 
stitution has denied the right of succession, 
in effect holding chief executives to one term, 
largely because of a fear of excessive executive 
authority that runs into the colonial past but 
is far outmoded today. 
If Missouri needs anything today, it is strong 
executive leadership. And as many recent Gov­ 
ernors have noted, we cannot have it. We cannot 
have it because Governors become lame ducks, 
without patronage power or the prestige based 
on possible succession, once they have served 
only half of their four-year terms. Consequently 
their leadership suffers just when they have 
gained the experience necessary to exercise it. 
Gov. Hearnes may seem to be an exception 
to this rule, but he is not. He proved to be a 
strong Governor, and successfully promoted a 
good legislative program, in his very first 
year in office. But this record is no guaran­ 
tiee that he could repeat the performance in the 
IJist half of his term. 
Indeed, one of the factors that contributed 
greatly to the Hearnes performance was his 
insistence on Amendment No. I, with the prospect 
that it might apply to him. If the Amendment 
is approved, Gov. Hearnes can run for a second 
term. The very possibility increased his in­ 
fluence with the legislators and aided his pro­ 
gram. 
We give Gov. Hearnes credit for his forth­ 
right position on the succession amendment and 
his winning fight for legislative approval of 
it. But if the issue were only a personal matter, 
raised to aid the Governor, the public would 
have some right to be skeptical. 
It is not a personal matter and it is not a 
partisan matter. Republicans as well as Demo­ 
crats have seen the need for gubernatorial 
succession; Ethan Shepley, who opposed Gov. 
Hearnes in the ’64 election, helps lead the 
campaign for the amendment. 
This amendment is needed not to advance 
the cause of Gov. Hearnes, but to advance 
the cause of executive leadership in a growing 
state that requires outstanding men with positive 
programs. In achieving these programs the state 
should not force an executive elected by all the 
state to defer excessively to a Legislature based 
on local interest. 
This amendment is needed not only to in­ 
crease the authority of Governors in the future, 
but also to increase the power of the people. 
Their Governor is their one major representa- 
■ 
tive elected by the entire body politic, and the 
people should not be denied the right to keep 
a good Governor in office. They can be trusted 
to reject a poor one. 
If voters consider that they are expanding their 
awn rights as well as their state’s leadership, 
they will say YES to Constitutional Amendment 
No. I.

Officers of the International 
Typographical 
Union and the American Newspaper Guild meet 
in Washington during the week of August 9 
to “ work out mutually acceptable solutions to 
our common problems.” The problem, in a 
* nutshell, is the failure of the two unions to 
support each other during newspaper strikes. 
The issue flared into the open during the 
guild’s strike at the Baltimore Sunpapers earlier 
this year. ITU President Elmer Brown ordered 
the printers to cross guild picket lines and 
return to work, enabling the Sunpapers to resume 
publication. This in turn forced the guild to come 
to terms with the publisher far short of its 
original demands. 
Each union has accused the other of trying 
to take over jobs and jurisdiction. The ITU 
in addition complains that the guild often uses 
the “ strength of the printers” to close news­ 
papers. In truth the ITU is in the stronger 
position to shut down a newspaper; management 
can rely on wire service copy for its editorial 
matter, but ordinarily cannot set the type or 
operate the presses. 
Such inter-union clashes appear inevitable so 
long as the newspaper unions insist on autonomy. 
Publishers in New’ York City for example must 
deal with ten unions (nine craft unions and the 
guild) at contract time. The vision of one in­ 
dustrial union for the newspaper business re­ 
mains just that—a vision.

WEAPONS AND RACE 
WIRE SERVICE REPORTS that permits for 
pistols are “ selling like hotcakes” in Americus, 
Ga. are ominous. The fear that armed violence 
‘might spread throughout the Deep South grows 
with every month. 
The pistol permits are reported to have been 
issued to whites in Americus. But the non­ 
violence that has so far marked most Negro 
demonstrations grow increasingly less depend­ 
able. 
A departure from the non-violence principle 
was marked by the formation last summer of 
the Deacons for Defense and Justice, an organiza­ 
tion of armed Negro vigilantes which now claims 
to have more than 50 chapters in Alabama, 
Louisiana, and M ississippi. The shooting of a 
white youth in Americus July 29 so far has not 
been connected with any organized activity 
by Negroes, however. 
THE DEACONS say they will use their arms 
only for defense against attack. A young white 
man was shot and seriously wounded in Bogalusa, 
La., on July 8 by one of two Negroes whom he 
had pummeled with his fists as they leaned 
from a car that was bringing up the rear of 
a civil rights march. A link with the Deacons 
was alleged. 
- Growth of the Deacons from a single local group 
that organized in Jonesboro, La., last summer 
to a regional order of considerable size has 
caused concern that open warfare might erupt 
between the Deacons and rabid white racists. 
The Ku Klux Klan makes no secret of being 
armed. 
Charles Sims, head of the Bogalusa Deacons, 
says his organization was started 
because 
Negroes weren’t getting police protection. “ We 
organized for defense,” Sims insists. 
During the Congress of Racial Equality (CORE) 
convention in July it was disclosed that the civil 
rights group had been cooperating with the 
Deacons in Bogalusa and would cooperate with 
them elsewhere. A Deacons official, addressing 
the CORE convention, asserted that civil rights 
workers needed the vigilante group “ to let the 
Klan know that the Negro as a whole is not non­ 
violent.” On the closing day of the convention, 
July 5, however, 
CORE voted 120 to 4 against 
considering action that might put the organization 
on record as encouraging growth of armed 
defense groups like the Deacons. 
CORE in an even more startling move extended 
a gesture of cooperation toward the Black 
Muslims. For the first time in its 21-year 
history CORE allowed Muslim speakers—four 
of them—to expound anti-white, anit-integra- 
tionist views at the convention. The gesture 
was linked with the organization’s current 
effort to develop new units of political action 
among poor and disaffected Negroes in the urban 
North. “ In mobilizing the ghetto to a political 
force,” Floyd McKissick, CORE national chair­ 
man, told the convention, “we will have to 
understand and work with all elements of the 
ghetto and that includes the Black Muslims,” 
who could “reach parts of. . .(the ghetto) 
that we could never reach alone.” 
The unruly outbreaks in the streets of Northern 
cities last summer were in no sense demonstra­ 
tions for Negro rights. Leaders of the rights 
movement sought to quell the street violence. 
But Negro frustrations unquestionably imperil 
non-violent tactics North or South. The Rev. 
A. T. Days, who heads the civil rights movement 
in Greensboro, Ala., the scene of much tur­ 
bulence, probably speaks the Negro mind when 
he says; “ The non-violent appeal is being 
played out and they are not going to keep taking 
it.”

At any rate, the grisly arith­ 
metic of nuclear war remains 
unchanged. According to Betts, 
an all-out nuclear attack on 
this country today would claim 
lives or two out of every three 
Americans — which happens to 
be the same percentage who be­ 
lieve we have a defense against 
it.

Once again, America's man in 
space program has recorded 


a flawless performance. 
While the flight of Gemini 4 
did 
not 
realize 
every goal 
planned for it—astronauts Mc- 
Divitt and White had to abandon 
attempts to rendezvous w i t h 
their launch vehicle’s second 
stage—and launching that sends 
men up and brings them down 
again safely has to be called 
an unqualified success. 


Luck, 
of course, 
has had 
nothing to do with it. 
The 
credit goes to the thousands of 
nameless men and women on 
the ground --in the offices and 
factories and laboratories and 
tracking and control centers — 
who made the success of Gemini 
4 and its predecessors possible. 
Neither will lu ck have anything 
to do with it if we beat the 
Russians to the moon. 
The 
path to that distant prize has 
been charted, at least in its 
larger details, for years now. 
It is a matter of persevering 
and taking one step at a time. 
The speed at which we take 
those steps, however, is not 
rigidly ordained. 
Had it not 
been for cosmonaut Leonov, our 
own attempt at “ spacewalking” 
would not have taken place for 
several more months. 
The fact that we did it sooner 
than scheduled, and did it better 
than the Russians, suggests that 
we are farther along than we 
think and that a little more 
aggressiveness and daring in 
our space program may not be 
out of order. 
As for our standing in the 


competition with the U.S.S.R., 
even a successful rendezvous 
with Gemini 4's second stage 
would not have put us signi­ 
ficantly ahead. 
The Russians apparently tried 
a rendezvous and failed — but • 
it was a rendezvous with a 
separate 
rocket 
that 
was 
launched from the ground after 
the cosmonauts were in orbit. 
This was a much more difficult 
assignment, at least doubling 
the burden on ground facilities. 
The race to the moon is now 
rounding the far turn. 
From 
here it is impossible to tell 
who is leading. 
The long, 
final stretch is yet to come 
and betting is still open. 
Exciting as it all is, it is 
regrettable that the two teams 
are running against each other, 
duplicating each other's steps 
at immense 
drain on 
their 
countries' resources. Perhaps 
that is the way it has to be in 
these infant days of the space 
age. 
But after the moon is reached, 
it is to be hoped that the rivalry 
will end and co-operative in­ 
ternational space exploits will 
be the pattern for the future. 
The solar system, let alone1 
the universe, is a big place-- 
too big for any one nation to 
explore. 
It will take an entire 
world.

GOVERNMENT NEVER 
REGULATES ITSELF 
Investigative activities of gov­ 
ernment have become almost as 
much a part of our daily lives 


as the great American pastime 
of baseball. Many investigations 
and studies by administrative 
agencies have a legitimate pur­ 
pose. Some are mere sideshows 
carried on at the taxpayers ex­ 
pense for publicity purposes and 
vote getting. Others are of a 
more 
sinister nature 
and 
destroy confidence in essential 
enterprises and Industries. The 
shadow of a big brother concept 
of government lurks in the back­ 
ground, the comical and the 
sinister side. 
Both industry and properly 
designated regulatory author­ 
ities are constantly working to 
raise the performance of our 
free economic system to the 
highest possible standard of ex­ 
cellence with freedom and op­ 
portunity for the individual. A 
good example has been a recent 
study of the securities industry 
and the stock exchanges. No in­ 
dustry is as rigidly self-regu­ 
lated as the securities business. 
The New York Stock Exchange 
in particular imposes the most 
stringent requirements on com­ 
panies listing securities on the 
“ Big Board.” The 
common 
sense investor in private in­ 
dustry today lives under an 
umbrella of rules and regula­ 
tions that protect him as far as 
possible from chicanery. 
It is time that the public de­ 
manded the same standards of 
performance from government 
itself that are now demanded of 
private industry. If there were, 
for example, an Independent 
regulatory authority scrutiniz­ 
ing the fiscal affairs of govern­ 
ment, some of the reports would 
make lamentable reading. What 
protection is there in peace time 
against the steady erosion of the 
value of our money? What about 
safeguarding the millions of 
people who live on fixed in­ 
comes, and those who have put 
their faith in social security 
and government bonds, from the 
easy promises of candidates and 
office holder? 
Only an informed and aroused 
citizenry can demand such pro­ 


tection through the polls. Gov­ 
ernment never regulates itself.

New York's Gov. Nelson Rock­ 
efeller is furious at his broth­ 
er, David, for switching

giant Chase Manhattan Bank 
from a State to a National 
Charter. The Governor con­ 
siders it a slap at his own 
banking department. 
What makes the move even 
more surprising is that David 
Rockefeller only two years ago 
was an outspoken critic 
of 
comptroller of the currency 
James Saxon. Today, however, 
the Chase Manhattan President 
wants his bank regulated by 
Saxon rather than by his broth­ 
er, the Governor of New York. 
The controversial Saxon first 
angered the bankers by break­ 
ing up their banking cliques 
and awarding national charters 
to many newcomers. But his 
liberal 
policies have 
so 
stimulated banking that already 
this year 14 state banks have 
changed to National Chafers. 
David Rockefeller revised his 
opinion of Saxon after he saw 
how Chase's two biggest com­ 
petitors, the Bank of America 
and F irst National City Bank 
of New York, were thriving 
under federal control. They had 
been permitted to engage in new 
types of financing, factoring 
and equipment leasing 
that 
Chase couldn't offer under New 
York regulations. 
Indeed, Saxon's policies have 
forced liberalization of bank­ 
ing procedures in 37 of the 50 
states. 
Note: Saxon has been criti­ 
cized for the failure of three 
national banks during his three 


years as comptroller. During 
the same period 16 state banks 
fetted.

Brazilian jungle, which covers 
territory as vast as the U. S. 
west of the Mississippi, al­ 
ways have excited energetic 
explorers. But that's fiction. 
There is real mystery 
in 
“ Amazonia” and this neighbor­ 
ing 
Northeast 
territory 
— 
modern intrigue centering on an 
intricate international military 
arm s 
smuggling 
ring whose 
members make Ian Fleming 
characters appear asam ateur- 
ish as silent movie flicker de­ 
tectives. 
That smuggling ring, in which 
are several Americans, 
use 
fast small planes to leapfrog 
the jungle with their cargoes of 
Communist 
China's machine 
guns, submachine guns, .45s 
and rifles. 
Pve followed 
their routes 
from Georgetown, British Guia­ 
na, to ParmariBb, Surinam (the 
ring's headquarters), over the 
jungle to Belem, and on 
to 
Recife — a metropolitan area 
of 1,100,000, 
half of whose 
workers are jobless, underem­ 
ployed, hungry and desperate. 
The 
Brazilian 
intelligence 
service claims to have pene­ 
trated the ring, and now the au­ 
thorities declare they have the 
names of the key smugglers, 
pilots and 
couriers — one of 
whom actually hires night club 
dancing girls as a business 
front. 
I take the word of the aus­ 
tere Brazilian government that 
these arm s have been bound 
for the Communist followers 
of a jailed congressman named 
Francisco Juliao, friend 
of 
Mao Tse-tung and creator 
of 
the peasant workers' 
leagues 
in this almost aboriginal bulge 
of the South American continent. 
I 
take 
the word of the 
courageous young priest, Fath­ 
er Antonio Melo, that Juliao is 
a revolutionary Communist of 
Peiping persuasion. 
I take Francisco Juliao's word 
for it too. There is documentary 
evidence that he declared him­ 
self a “ Marxist • Leninist • 
Mao-ist, Castroist, Ben Bella- 
ist” ideologist. 
It is unfortunate that the Ho 
Chi Minhs of the world are not 
discovered by the “ outside” 
across the globe before they 
hurl guerrilla arm ies at the 
government of nations allied 
with the U. S. and international 
freedom. The Ho Chi Minhs 
are of many kinds and come 
in Western garb, too. 
Francisco Juliao 
is one of 
them. Knowing of the hunger 
and desperation here he set 
up headquarters in this city. 
From it he launched 
the 
Peasant Leagues. They were 
agricultural workers' 
unions 
and tens of thousands flocked 
to him. He looked to the east 
for his ideology. He believed 
in rural revolution. He thought 
he could organize the agrarian 
unions into military and guer­ 
rilla bands.

The peasants here are much 
like the Chinese — vastly il­ 
literate, ghastly impoverished,

century. 
Francisco Juliao is aware of 
the power that is inherent in 
trade union organization -. be 
it amongst the workers in the 
fields or in the factories. As 
the labor people go, frequent­ 
ly, so goes the nation. 
Juliao broke with the Mus­ 
covites! The Russian brand of 
comrades infiltrated the big 
industrial unions, from 
the 
waterfront to the shops and 
plants. They believed sucli a 
base, tied to the pro-Commu- 
nist 
Goulart 
regime, 
could 
launch a revolution from the 
top instead of from below. 
But 
they ran 
second 
to 
Juliao. He caught the imagina­ 
tion of the peasants. 
He sent 
his children to Cuba and wooed 
Castro and in turn was wooed 
by the Fidelistas.

CAPE GIRARDEAU—A Cape 
Girardeau policeman bitten by 
a twitching tomcat is receiving a 
series of rabies Inoculations, 
and a patrolman shot a stray 
kitten ha/ing fits. 
Health authorities said there 
is no indication of a rabies 
outbreak in the city. 
City Health Officer Russell Cv 
Matzen said a report showing 
whether the kitten was rabid will 
be received In two days from the 
state 
health 
laboratory 
in 
Poplar Bluff. 
The kitten did 
not 
appear 
to have rabies, 
Matzen said. 
Pound Officer George Knight 
was bitten on the finger Tuesday 
night on the north side of the 
city. 
He said he found the large tom­ 
cat apparently in a coma but 
twitching slightly. 
As Knigh‘ 
reached from behind the animal 
to give it an injection prepara­ 
tory to destroying It, the cat bit 
him through a protective glove 
and disappeared 'in a wooded 
area near the river. 
Knight said there was little 
chance of finding the tomcat, 
apparently a stray. 
Scott County health authorities 
are waiting for more evidence to 
determine 
whether 
a rabies 
pool exists in Oran area wild­ 
life. 
Harold Sietrmn, owner of a 
chicken farm near Oran, was 
bitten by a pet cat that tests 
showed to have raoles. 
Last 
week Mr. Sletman shot a fox 
near his property, and analysis 
showed the animal was rabid. 
Authorities are now waiting for 
Sietman to shoot another wild 
animal and turn in the head for 
tests. 
If the animal-perhaps a

The kitten shot here by police 
was reported Tuesday evening 
to be jumping and Iwisting in 
the air. 
It was then said to 
have collapsed. 
After it was destroyed another 
kitten shot out from behind a 
bush and disappeared. 
Manning said the kitten's re­ 
ported 
fit 
could 
have been 
caused by rabies, or by worms, 
brain tumors or other disease. 
No one was reported to have 
been bitten by the kitten. 
Pound Officer Knight said this 
morning 
he 
faces 
a painful 
series of about 26 shots ad­ 
ministered 
over 
a 14-day 
period. 
It is standard procedure to ad­ 
m inister the shots as a precau­ 
tion to persons bitten by animals 
that might be rabid and cannot 
be found and tested for the dis­ 
ease.

Enlargement 
of the United 
States Involvement in the war 
in Viet Nam, bringing on a 
sharp increase in the draft 
quotas and other military ac­ 
tivities, is causing Bootheel 
citizens to ask more pointed 
questions. 
President Lyndon Johnson’s 
press, radio and television ex­ 
pressions on why we are at 
war in Viet Nam and how we 
propose to win it leave much 
to be desired. The President's 
efforts to convince the people 
of the United States that the 
way Washington is conducting 
the Viet Nam adventure is 100 
per cent correct has not, up to 
now, produced the solid backing 
and agreement of all citizens. 
Reading, listening and viewing 
the 
news, 
comments 
and 
opinions from day to day from 
Viet Nam, a citizen must come 
to the conclusion that some­ 
thing is wrong with the way 
the United States has been pro­ 
ceeding to head off this new 
foreign spread of communism. 
There are too many news re­ 
ports of losses, blunders and 
wrong guesses, all of which 
are leading citizens to the con­ 
clusion that, in spite of the great 
military might of the United 
States, we do not know how to 
fight the particular type of war 
being waged by the Viet Cong. 
Neither did France during the 
10 years it tried it. 
A clearer understanding of 
what we are up against in Viet 
Nam was given the other day 
at a Hayti Lions club meeting 
by Army Major Blair Buckley, 
Jr., who has returned from a 
year's tour of duty there. Eight 
months were used in intelli­ 
gence work in which he traveled 
from one end of South Viet Nam 
to the other. If any U. S. mili­ 
tary man has been close to the 
situation, he has. 
He says that the Viet Cong 
strongly believe they have suc­ 
ceeded in developing a type of 
military and political conquest 
for which the United States, 
regardless of its military might 
and 
array of 
sophisticated 
weapons, has no defense or 
means of countering. 
"The Viet Cong are highly 
trained and able-bodied fighters 
and the large majority of them 
have been so propagandized that 
they strongly believe that what 
they are fighting for is just 
cause and the best for them," 
he stated. They are well armed 
for foe type of warfare they 
are conducting, and they are 
willing to die in the fighting. 
This observation by 
Major 
Buckley might clear up why 
the United States has been un­ 
able to get the Viet Cong to the 
conference table or produce any 
visible change in the tide of 
the war by the aerial attacks 
on North Viet Nam, that is so 
far. Major Buckley says that 
It is too early yet to tell what 
favorable results might be pro­ 
duced by foe aerial attacks. 
Why are we in Viet Nam and 
why are we enlarging the war 
there? Major Buckley, while 
not commenting on our original 
involvement says that from a 
military viewpoint, if the United 
States at this stage is unable 
to develop a method of defeat­ 
ing foe Viet Cong in their own 
type of action, then the Com­ 
munist world will gleefully as­ 
sume 
that they really have 
latched on to a method of con­ 
quest for which the western 
world has no answer, and we can 
then expect more of the same 
to pop up in other parts of the 
world, 
principally in 
South 
America. On the other hand, 
if we can run the Viet Cong out 
of South Viet Nam and restore 
that country to its people, the 
Communists will have to think 
up something else to proceed 
with their intention to engulf 
the world. 
The United States is facing a 
show down. 
Major Buckley will spend most 
of August with his family in 
Hayti before going to Ft. Dix 
for a new assignment. A grad­ 
uate of the U. S. Military Acad­ 
emy at West Point, he served 
on the faculty there before his 
tour of duty in Viet Nam.

August

PORTAGEVILLE — The trend 
for cooler and drier weather, 
which was established the last 
week of July, will carry over 
into August, bringing below nor­ 
mal temperature averages for 
the month. The tendency for 
less regular rainfall will also 
be a part of the August weather 
outlook, with totals over the 
Bootheel running near to a little 
below normal.

- Missouri 
formers will suffer losses this 
year from sick wheat if precau­ 
tionary measures are not taken, 
John M. Ragsdale, University 
of Missouri extension crop 
marketing specialist, noted. 
Ragsdale described the wheat 
as grain, which is damaged in 
storage, largely because of high 
moisture content. 
"The problem is greater than 
it has been for several years," 
said Ragsdale. 
He listed two reasons for the 
probable increased loss. First, 
because of the wet harvest sea­ 
son, wheat went into the bin, 
containing more moisture than 
is normal, in many cases. 
Second, because of the current 
price situation, more farmers 
are storing their wheat on their 
forms than is usually the case. 
Ragsdale advised that wheat 
with a moisture content of 13 
percent is generally considered 
the maximum level for safe 
storage. Wheat with a higher 
moisture content should 
be 
watched closely for increases 
in temperature. 
"If a three to five degree 
increase in temperatures is 
recorded in a period of one to 
two weeks, 
the problem is 
due to action of insects in the 
grain, or 'heating up' because 
of moisture," he stated. 
"In either case, immediate 
corrective action is required. 
If insects are to blame, fumi­ 
gants will solve the problem. 
Information on this subject is 
available at your county Uni­ 
versity extension center,- he 
advised. 
If heating is caused by high 
moisture content, the

may have to be artificially 
dried. Or, a farmer could, if

A clearer understanding of 
what we are up against in Viet 
Nam was given the other day 
at a Hayti Lions club meeting 
by Army Major Blair Buckley, 
Jr., who has returned from a 
year's tour of duty there. Eight 
months were used in intelli­ 
gence work in which he traveled 
from one end of South Viet Nam 
to the other. If any U. S. mili­ 
tary man has been close to the 
situation, he has. 
He says that the Viet Cong 
strongly believe they have suc­ 
ceeded in developing a type of 
military and political conquest 
for which the United States, 
regardless of its military might 
and 
array of 
sophisticated 
weapons, has no defense or 
means of countering. 
"The Viet Cong are highly 
trained and able-bodied fighters 
and the large majority of them 
have been so propagandized that 
they strongly believe that what 
they are fighting for is just 
cause and the best for them," 
he stated. They are well armed 
for the type of warfare they 
are conducting, and they are 
willing to die in the fighting. 
This observation by 
Major 
Buckley might clear up why 
the United States has been un­ 
able to get the Viet Cong to the 
conference table or produce any 
visible change In the tide of 
the war by the aerial attacks 
on North Viet Nam, that is so 
far. Major Buckley says that 
it is too early yet to tell what 
favorable results might be pro­ 
duced by the aerial attacks. 
Why are we in Viet Nam and 
why are we enlarging the war 
there? Major Buckley, while 
not commenting on our original 
involvement says that from a 
military viewpoint, if the United 
States at this stage is unable 
to develop a method of defeat­ 
ing the Viet Cong in their own 
type of action, then the Com­ 
munist world will gleefully as­ 
sume 
that they really have 
latched on to a method of con­ 
quest for which the western 
world has no answer, and we can 
then expect more of the same 
to pop up in other parts of the 
world, 
principally in 
South 
America. On the other hand, 
if we can run the Viet Cong out 
of South Viet Nam and restore 
that country to its people, the 
Communists will have to think 
up something else to proceed 
with their intention to engulf 
the world. 
The United States is facing a 
show down. 
Major Buckley will spend most 
of August with his family in 
Hayti before going to Ft. Dix 
tor a new assignment. A grad­ 
uate of the U. S. Military Acad­ 
emy at West Point, he served 
on the faculty there before his 
tour of duty in Viet Nam.
